The funeral of Rev. A. W. Hawkins 
occurred Wednesday 
afternoon and 
was largelyjutended. The Cumberland 
Presbyteriaft 
church 
of 
which Mr. 
Hawkins was for. many years pastor 
was filled with members of the coSgre- 
gatlon and many business and profes- 
sional men of the city took tlm« from 
their occupations to pay a last tribute 
to the memory of a man whom they 
had known and respected in life. There 
was a profusion of beautiful flowers 
many floral tributes being sent by 
friends in/other cities. 


There Was a brief service and a 
grayer by *ev. N. M.". Baker at the 
residence on North Union street and 
the remains were then taken to the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church where 
Rev. J. W. McDonald was in charge 
of the services. After the reading of 
the scripture lesson Rev. McDonald 
paid a loving tribute to the memory 
of Rev. Hawkins when he said he 
had looked upon him as a father. Rev. 
McDonald said.that when he came to 
the pastorate of the Cumberland Pres- 
bpterlan church he felt that R«.v. Haw- 
kins was so wrapped in the affections 
of his people that It would be hard 
for any man to follow him. But Mr. 
Hawkins came to him and took him 
by the hand and told him that he 
could count on him. Afterwards fre- 
quently when at home for a few days 
from his trips In the interest of me 
university he would come to the pas- 
tor's home and talk with him and of- 
fer suggestions about the church show- 
ing how near it still was'to his heart. 
Rev. McDonald went oh to speak of the 
different charges which Rev. Hawkins 
had filled and the places where he had 
preached. At Logansport, Ind., he was 
stationed 14 years and built there a 
magnificent church. Rev. McDonald 
was afterwards pastor of the same 
congregation. Mr. Hawkins was also 
stationed at Knoxvllle in the Tennes- 
see presbytery and there he completed 
the work of building a church edifice 
which had been begun by his prede- 
cessor.
